AUTHOR  TO  THE  READER. 


THERE  is  fcarce  any  ftory  fo  little  known,  for 
one  fo  very  popular,  as  that  of  Robin  Hood 
and  Little  John.  Numbers  there  are  who  look  ’ 
upon  that  is  faid  of  them  as  fabulous,  and  believe^ 
them  (like  the  heroes  and  gods  of  Homer  and  Ovid) 
to  have  cxifted  no  where  But  in  the  fertile  brain  of 
an  inventing  poet.  Nor  is  this  only  the'  opinion  of 
-O  unthinking  people ;  I  have  often  beard  it  aflcrted  " 
by  men  of  good  fenfe  ;  but  that  they  are  grofsly 
V**  miftaken  is  very  certain ;;  for  King  Richard  the  Firft, 
tranfported  with  steal,  blindly  Sacrificed  every  thing . 
to  it,  and  ruined  himfelf  and  almoft  his  whole  na»  v 
tion,  to  carry  on  a  war  again  ft  the  Infidels  m»  the 
Holy  Land,  where  he  went  in  perfon.  The  intef-  • 
,  tine  troubles  of  England  was  very'  great  at  that  " 
tint*  i  and  even  John,  the  King’s  brother,cab*Hed  : 

.  y  to  dethrone  him  and  take  pofifefiion  of  his  kingdom*  ’• J 

>C  This  war  was  an  opportunity  which  the  outlaw*  J 
and  banditti  would  by  no  means  neglett;  and  En-  * 
gland  was  every  where  infefted  with  thieves 

_ ^and  robbers.  But  amongft  thefe,  none  made  fo  r 

confiderable a  figure  as  Robin  Hood;  who,  as  hif-  ’ 
toriani  a  fibre  us,  chiefly  refided  in  York  (hire ;  but 
who,  if  we  may  give  any  credit  to  moft  of  our  old  : 
iongs,  was  very  conversant  in  the  County  of  Not¬ 
tingham.  Befides  Little  John  he  had  an  hundred 
bowmen  in  his  retinue.-  None  but  the  rich  flood  in 
awe  of  him  :  fo  far  from  plundering  the  poor,  he 
did  them  all  the  good  that  lay  in  his.  power*  Of 
the  rich  he  feldom  abufed  thole  he  robbed,  and 
pever  offered  to  flop  or  rifle  any  woman.  It  is  not 
yery  pofitively  known  who  he  was ;  but  the  general 
bptnion  of  the  hiftorian  is,  that  he  was  a  nobleman

by  birth,  and  created  an  earl  for  fome  confiderable 
fervice  done  his  country  in  war  ;  but  having  rtON 
ouily  fpent  his  eftate,  he  took  that  way  of  Jiving, 
rather  chofing  to  venture  his  life  for  every  thing  he 
got,  than  tolive  in  a  dependent  flate,  and  be  behold¬ 
en,  to  any  body  for  his  bread*  Hubert,  Archbifoop 
of  Canterbury, .  and  Chief  Julticiary  of  England, 
endeavouring  all  he  could  to  fupprefs  thefe  robbers 
and  ontlaws,  fet  a  very  confiderable  price  on  thf  *. 
head  of  Robin  Hood,-  and  feveral  ftratagerns  wee* 
ufed  to  apprehend  him  ;  but  all  their  attempts  prov¬ 
ed  fruittefs.  Force  he  repelled  by  force,  and  art  b/ 
cunning;  till  at  length  falling  ill,  he  went  (in  order 
to  be  better  taken  care  of)  to  Berkley's,  a  nunnery 
in  Yotkfoire,  wherehe  defired  to  be  let  blood  ;  but 
the  reward  ifet  upon  his  head  being  very  confiderable, 
it  proveA  a  very  great  temptation  to  fome  who  knew 
him,  by  whom  he  was  betrayed :  and  indead  of 
bleeding  as  he  de fired,  he  was  bled  to  death,  about  ; 
thj  latter  end  <?f  1395.  ..  ...  .  „  , 

As  to  the  following  fqng,  with  which  we  foal J  be¬ 
gin  this  collettion,  1  think  I  need  hot  fay  any  .thine 
in  epmmendation  of  it,  being  the  mod  beautiful, 
and  one  of  the  oldeft  extant  on  that  fubjea,  One 
thing  we  rnuft  obferve  fn  reading  of  It,  and  that  !»*, 
between  fome  of  the  ftanzas  wo  rauft  fuppofe  a  cop- 
ficUrable  time  to  pafs.  Clorinda  might  be  thought 
a  very  forward  girl,  if  between  Robin  Hood  s  quef- 
tion  and  her  anfwer,  we  did  not  fuppofe  two  or  three 
hours  to  have  been  fpent  in  couhftnp.  And  beweeq 
Robin  Hood’s  being  entertained  at  GamweU  tla)l, 
and  his  having  ninety- three  bowman  w  Shervjjoodf 
we  muft  allow  fome  years.  -
